Church in this city, to the loss of ilie Cathe- 
dral of at least 800,000f. (S16fl,00O), and I 
speak merely of the iiecuriiafy tose — the 
moral loss is irreparable.

'''olie'moming.recently, when the workinen 
went to resume their wonted labor.^ ttiey 
were surprised to see a good many ecclesi- 
astical cases scattered over the ground. I hey 
notified the otiicers of the church, and the 
latter instantly discovered that ihu treasury 
had been entered by burglars, and all the 
"olden sacred furniture it containeilj and 08- 
Tunated, as I have said, at S 100,000 in value, 
had been carried oil. The police wore in- 
fltantly sent for ; meir investigatior. led them 
to the parapet wall of tho quay, and upon 
leaning over the wall, and looking toward 
the water, they discovered a rope secured to 
an iron ring above the level of the water. 

Thinking it probable this rope had been 
used by tho burglars, thoy entered a boat 
and attempted to detach it from the iron 

""f iioy found it tightened by an object un- 
der water, and pulliu}? it out of the water, 
they found a lar«e tishing not filled with a 
great many objects btjioiiging lo the treasury, 
but all ol t:.em stripped of tlieir .Tm-.ious 
MUtaea. Tho police are now employing 
divers to search lh« rivet's bottom. 

This discovery has led the police to pre- 
sume that the burglars, after having secured 
their first portion of prizes i.; tho net and 
sunk it In the river, returned to the treasury 
to empty it of its conteiut, but were put to 
flight by sonio uoise, piubably the barking 
of a watcU-dog placed there, and in ttioir 
hasto let fall or threw away the ecclesias- 
tical furniture found in the yard, and con 
tented thonisolvcs with rnur.iiig olf with the 
diamonds, rubies and other precious stones.

The New Common Law Procedure 
Act. — On the 10th of October another Com- 
mon Law Procedure Act will come into 
forSb, and its object is further to improve the 
process, practice, and mode of pleading in, 
and in some respects lo enlarge the juris- 
diuiioii of, the Supreme Courts of common 
law. The practice of the courts has indeed 
been " simplified," and tho present Act will 
further simplify the law, so that men of com- 
mon sense may possess some knowledge on 
the subject. Relief is given against for- 
feiture for non-payment of. rent, and against 
forfeiture fur non-insuring. Iti the case of 
any ejectment on the grounds ' mentioned, 
relief may be given by a rule or summons. 
It is well known tiiat '■ interpleader proceed- 
ings" have been very e.vpeiisine under bills 
of s.-ile. Ttie goods scizetl may be urilered 
to be sold and the Court or Judge may sum- 
marily decide tlio matter in curtain cases. 
In j)roceedings to obtain an attachment uf 
debts under the Common Law Procedure 
Act, iP.'i l, the Judge may in his discretion 
refuse to Interfere when: frum the smallness 
of the amount lo bo recovered or of t!ie tIeDt 
sough; lo be altacheil, or otherwise, the rem- 
edy sought would be worthless or vexatious. 
Enlarged powers of directing amendments 
are given In the Courts on payment or non- 
payment of costs. Tliero is a provision in 
this Act which will set tho matter at rest 
wliich has frequently perplexed juries. It 
IS often iniayi..ed that in an aclioii tur tres- 
pass a verdict for i.'a would carry co,->ts. but 
uch has nut been ttie case in many instan- 
ces. It is now provided that •' when the 
ilaintilfin any action for an alleged wrong 
111 any of the Superior Courts recovers tho 
verdict of a jury lur less than £:j, he shall 
iKit be eiitilleil lo recover or obtain Iron: llie 
deleiitlaiit a:iy cu.-»ls wn.mever in respect of 
such verilicl, v.hetlier given Ujioii aa issue 
or issu«8 tried or judgment passed by de- 
fault, in case the judge or presiding officer

Politics. 

We have waited patiently for ioire evi- 
denoe of a disposition on tlia part o( the 
Government to take treasures to promote 
the industry of tlio counlry. But we have 
waited in vain. Tlie whole year has been 
consumed on triQea. Tlie solid interests of 
the country have been ignored, and the 
most utter incapacity to grapple vigoToasly 
with questioDS that would augment our 
wealth, population and influence, has been 
manifeslod ; and Iha country, ao far as 
Governmental influence is concerned, is not 
one whil faither advanced than it vvaa a 
yt'ar a^o. Everybody at lliat period cried 
out for the introduction of a new element 
into the councils of the Slate. It was done ; 
and the results of their labor is only a cause 
for complaiiil, instead of a source of oon- 
{jratulatiou. What laws havo been enacted, 
or are under consiJetalion in the Legislature, 
are the most imperfect specimens of legis- 
lative butchery perhaps ever seen. They 
are made, apparently, but to be re-mado. 
Finality, when finality was possible, ia no 
where visible ; and a temporizing, selfish, 
feeble, unadvanced policy, has character- 
ized the ailmiriislralion from the commence- 
menr to the end of ilie your. 

The refusal in the out.siart lo go into the 
state of the uountry ; inquire into its polil- 
ical relations, its financial condition, and its 
industrial resources, has been like building 
a house by- oommenotng'stt.' the;' ridgo' polo 
instead of at the foundation. Who knows 
whether any debts accumulated under the 
Hudson's Bay Charter are put to the debit 
of the colony? Who knows whether llie 
H. B. Company still own the lands, or 
whether they are vested in the Crown ? If 
re-grantcd to the latter, is government nurs- 
ing its secret for individual interest ? Where 
is the cheap land system, with protection lo 
the aelnal settler 1 What's to be done with 
liiH liulians? What are our iiiiiieial. agri- 
ciiiuiral, liimbetinj^. and fi.sliiny, luul coin- 
tiifii'ial resourcc-i ? When; is our .school 
HVHiem] Where a good road to Sooke,with 
an Kxiension to the West coast? Where is 
that road to Nanaimo with a branch to Bar- 
clay SoundjBnd another up Johnson's Straits ? 
Where is the foundation laid for our political 
structure? Where is law reform, and com- 
petent courts of law ? Are we known be- 
yond the smoke of our own chimnies except 
to our American neighbors ] In these ques- 
tions are involved the very existence, the 
prosperity, the udvanceirionl, ami the 
happiness of tho colony ; :uul yet what 
member of the legi.slatiire can answer 
them satisfactorily lo their constituents ? 
Is It not because they have acted as 
a parcel of crabs — they have either doiio 
nothing or legislated backwards? 

We sent men to the legislature to act as 
our Attorneys in fact; to do the public 
business; and yet the time has been fril 
tered away uselessly. Obstructive incapac- 
ity has bred for itself a lasting monument 
of public contempt. But that is not the re- 
turn the country expected for their suffrages. 
We expected the affairs of the country to bo 
put in a healthy condition. We have es- 
tablished a government to do our business, 
and report how it is done. It has do.io 
neither. Thn ultimatum then should bo 
resignation or di-ssolution. Tho power del- 
egated wo should recal. It is a shameful 
exhibition to the world that both press and 
people havo to frame continual indictments 
ayaiiihl the govern iiieiit. It is still moro 
disreputable lo liiul that the ovideiieos lo 
support the indictment aro irrefutabie, and 
that the common verdict passing from 
mouth to mouth is against tho government,

Nothing affords stronger proofs of tho rio- 
gress WB are makin;,' than liie co.sily aiU 
handsome buildings that havo be. n erected 
in this lowii duraig the past two years, 
Style and ornam-nl, however, have been 
chielly confined to business establishments. 
Our public edifices have not. yet^ been, 
adorned by art, nor rendered altraotive by 
the beauty, strength and proportion" of the 
Greek and Rxman" ortlers of atbhiteoture ; 
nor by the awe-inspiring grandeur of the 
Ooihic style. With the exception of the 
Wesleyan , Cliapel, none of our churches 
have yet reached beyond the pnniiiivi,-, ot r» 
style adopt d to the e-vigencies of the mo- 
ment, and the condition of a young colony 
and a new people. St. John's and Victoria 
Churches may only bo con.iidercd tempo- 
rary structures, allording accommodalioii 
ami coiiilori. lo their congregations till nobler 
piles are demanded by augmented wealth 
and population. St. Andrew's, the Roman 
Catholic Church, erected by liishop Du 
Mers in 1868, is' built externally wiihoui 
much regard to the niceties of architectural 
design; but within it will soon, evidently, 
become one of the most highly ornamented 
structures in the city. 

At present only the vuultcJ ceiling from 
the caps of the pillurM upward is finished: 
one it certainly rctlocts great credit on thtf 
carver and paiuter. The ilesign and ..ork- 
inanahip have bnth been done by one niiii), 
and ho one of the clergy, the Ucv. Futher 
Mlohaiid. Uii a first e.Kftinination of the 
ceiling it appears to lie plaster ; but when 
nuiro closfily exan>incd the whole vault i.i 
found to be constructed of wood 80 well 
matched that it ia difficult bo discern its 
joint.'. There aro five arohos thrown over 
from the tops of the columns, ■which are oi- 
nanientcd with flowers enrvcd in w(u..l. 
Along tho top of the Cl;iliIl^' are five -ircles 
representing wreaths, within u liich arc scv- 
erril ivll-ioiis devices— tho i-r^S-s, tho harp, tin- 
initials of Ave .Maria— ami over the Altar, 
tho (llorypicci^ gilded like a .sun, and in 
w.io-e centre an; the tlreuk leiters Alpha 
ami ' i.ne^a. NVIieu the lower [lortion of the 
Iniiiiliii- is conipletcil, the whole interior of 
the ehimdi will 1..; olio of the linest places 
of wiir.sliip in the city, and will reiJoct groat 
,Mi dit. ciii tiio ta^e and skill of Father Mich- 
aud.
